THE CONSTRUCTION OF A 


DOCUMENT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Judgment was delivered in the case of 
Barry v. Ryan, which was an action brought 
by Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Barry, of Carlow 
Holly, Westport, Co. Mayo, against Mrs. 
Ellen Ryan, widow, of Rathnaveen House, 
Tipperaty, for a declaration that part of the 
lands of Rathnaveen Ryan, containing about 
120 Irish acres, situated in the barony of 
Clanwilliam, Co. Tipperary, are subject to the 
trusts of the will, dated 6th September, 1875, | 
with a codicil thereto dated 2nd July, 1877, 
so far as they affect these lands, carried into 
execution under the direction of the Court; a 
declaration that the plaintiff is entitled to the 
lands under the will mentioned ; an injunction 
restraining the defendant, her servants and 
agents from trespassing upon or in any way 
interfering with the lands; damages for 
trespass, and an order for the administration 
of the real and personal estate of John Ryan, 
a s husband, who died on llth June, 


The defendant, in her dfence, claimed to 
be entitled, as the widow of John Ryan 
(junior), deceased, under the Intestate Act, 
1890, to all the ‘personal estate of the de- 
ceased, and to dower out of such lands of the 
deceased as consisted of reality. 

The plaintiff, who is the wife of Mr. Edward 
Barry, solicitor, Westport, sued as adminis- 
tratrix of the late John Ryan and in her 
personal capacity. 

It was contended on behalf of the plaintiff 
that the real question in the case was whether 
the two ladies mentioned were entitled as co- 
= to _— lands. 

or the defence it was pointed out that 
under a deed in the sake al a marriage 
settlement the defendant had an option or 
right of election as to whether she would take 
the lands or a sum of £1,000, the amount of 
the fortune which she brought to her husband

r, Justice Meredith, in his ju ment, 
decided that, on the construction of eyes 
ment the defendant wis entitled to elect 
whether she would take the sum of £1 ,000, 
being the fortune which she brought in on 
her marriage, or whether she would hold, 
lien of her £1,000, the ert of the lands 
comprised in the settlement.

pleaded not guilty to having on the 16th 
of October last forged and uttered 4 
cheque, to be drawn on the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, for £89 12s. in favour of 
John Heffernan, and to forging a cheque for 
£38 15s. on the National Bank. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting, described 
the case as a very serious one, because '' it 
showed a man of ingenuity, very criminal and 
very successful,”’ e accused posed as an 
electrical engineer, and at one time he had 
been in partnership with a man named M. J. 
Heffernan. In September, 1924, he succeeded 
in getting some small contracts from the 
Munster and Leinster Bank, Dame street, 
where he had been engaged putting in some 
electrical fittings. He had access to the base- 
ment of the building, where blank and un- 
stamped ch books were kept in large 
quantities. e prosecution suggested that 
he used the opportunity to possess himself of 
some of these cheque hooks. 


FALSE CHEQUE NUMBER. 

McDermott had a current account with the 
bank, and on the 16th October last he went 
there and presented a cheque to the cashier, 
dated the 16th October, 1925, and payable to 
““M. J. Effernan.’’

THE NEED OF A PENSION 
SCHEME. : 

Mr. Thomas Fleming, formerly Vice- 
President of the Association of Secondary 
Teachers in Ireland, writés urging the estab- 
lishment of a pension scheme for secondary 
teachers in the Irish Free State, The 
absence of such a scheme is, he maintains, 
the greatest defect of secondary education 
in this country. 

It is not likely, he says, that clever youths 
will go through the long and difficult course 
necessary for qualification as teachers, unless 
there are rational inducements held out to 
them, both in youth and old age. The out- 
look is not encouraging for the youth, and 
it threatens immediate and serious con- 
sequences to those who have already given 
long service to secondary education. Surely, 
after a long service teachers should be placed 
bevond the ambit of poverty when they are 
unfit for further work. If teachers are badly 
treated, national work will suffer. Bad 
treatment crushes the spirit, % the energy, 
and repels persons of ability from entering 
the profession. When the teacher is no 
longer able td discharge his duties he should 
not be thrown aside to the wolves of poverty 
and shaine as so much useless lumber. The 
teacher is the most important factor in any 
system of education, and the conditions of 
employment should .be generous and en- 
couraging. 

ar sar years the secondary teachers had 
high hopes that if a home government were 
established their position would be im- 
mediately and satisfactorily dealt with. Such 
a Government has now been in existence for 
a considerable time, yet this vital matter of 
pensions still remains unsettled. The inter- 
mediate system is now in existence for nearly 
fifty years, and the time is more than ripe to 
put it on a sound basis in all its aspects. It 
is true the home Government had done much 
to improve the secondary teachers’ position, 
and they are grateful. But much remains 
to be done still. There is no more profit- 
able investment of the people’s money by any 
government, and no better way of advancing 
the prosperity of the people than by invest- 
ment in education. 

THE COST OF PENSIONS. 

The secondary teachers are a small body, 
and the numbers who have reached pension- 
able age are few, and shall remain so for 
many years. The prospects of those teachers 
were so bad that very many of those who 
drifted into the system made their way out 
again for some calling that they could live 
by. The writer is informed on good authority 
that not more than twenty or twenty-five are 
of retiring age, and very few others would 
reach the age limit for the next twenty years, 
as the great majority serving are under the 
age of forty-five. 

If the older teachers were pensioned vacan- 
cies would be created for a younger class. 
This latter would cost the Government 
nothing in the way of increments for three 
years, while those of pensionable age, if their 
services were continued, would receive yearly 
additional increments till a maximum of £210 
was reached. Bo that by pensioning the older 
teachers the Goverhment would immediately 
effect a considerable saving in yearly inere- 
ments. 

Teachers have to gre ple with a new and 
difficult programme at requires the energy 
and enthusiasm of youth flushed with finan- 
cial attractions that did not obtain in the 
youth of those who have laboured long in the 
educational field. Viewing thé question from 
the financial and educational , as well as 
from that of hea and humanity, it is difh- 
cult to see why the Government should hesi- 
tate, and thereby perpetuate a shocking 


licy of negation. i 
FThe Secondary Teachers’ Association has 
rightly given the Government breathing time 
to consider pensions. But as the quéstion is 
urgent and yital for some, and necessary for 
all, that Body has Tra! decided to push 
the matter now with its full force to save 
some of its members from an undeserving

THE LURE OF. PARIS. 
A CITY RICH IN MEMORIES, 


Mademoiselle McLarney, Lecturer of the 
Cours Valtere, Paris, gave a lecture yesterday 
at 18 Lower [Leesou street, Dublin, on Paris 
from a historical point of view, from its 
beginning as the humble capital of one of the 
smallest tribes of Gauls, who built a modest 
fortress formed of huts, on the banks of the 
Seine, which was the osadle of Paris as it is 
to-day. 

From a material point of view, the lecturer 
said, there are to-day greater, richer, more 
powerful cities, but none, únless Rome, which - 
holds a place apart in history as Paris does, 
none that can boast, for the foreigner as for 
its own people, so irrésistible a lure. There 
is hardly any other city so rich in memories. 
At every step in the streets and gardens the 
past is there in some sense; what time has 
taken is enshrined in the names which sur- 
vive. This is the charm of Paris, the vision 
of the past that is always present. To take 
one of many instances quoted: on the summit | 
of Menilniontant, there is a street called’ Rue 
de la Pierre Levée, where one can conjure 
up a mental picture of the crowd that used 
to gather round the Druid altar, the name of 
which has survived, after twenty centuries, 
in the street that has replace? the primeval 
forest. 

Paris to-day draws all that is MEN in 
talent and genius, as it did in,the days of 
the Renaissance and through the middle ages, 
when no great reputation, however achieved, 
was considered to be on a sure foundation 
until Paris had set the seal of approval on it. 
It is the heart of France, and the pulsations 
of national life have always been dictated by 
the beatings of this stormy heart, and not 
only the pulsations of France, but of other 
nations—any powerful stirring of the life of 
Paris has always reacted on other nations, 
For those who know little of history, and of 
the history of Paris a at all, the city 
has ‘still an attraction. for some it may 
lie in the shops and the gaiety and freedom 
of the. cosmopolitan atmosphere, but other 
cities have much to offer in this respect. The 
explanation may lie in the royalty of taste 
that has always been the crown of Paris; a 
taste, the essence of which is a sense of har- 
mony and proportion, shown so clearly in the 
aspect of the city itself, with its wonderful 
vistas and buildings and bridges. 

At the close of the lecture, Professor 
Chauvire, who presided, proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mademoiselle McLarney for her in- 
teresting lecture.

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TUNNEL UNDER THE 
RIVER LIFFEY. 
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TENDERS ASKED FOR 
CONSTRUCTION 


The Dublin Borough Commissioners will re- 
ceive tenders up to Tuesday, next week, 
2nd March, for the construction of 
a tunnel under the River Liffey. The tunnel 
will be 813 feet long and 7 feet internal 
diameter, and will be used for the conveyance 
of electric cables, water and sewer services. 
The cost is estimated at about £60,000. 

Mr. Commissioner Murphy, in a report 
on the scheme, states that after con- 
ference between representatives of the 
Corporation, the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board, and the Pembroke Urban District 
Council, it was agreed to construct a tunnel 
from the South Wall, at the eastern side of 
the Dodder River, to the North Wall ex- 
tension. This tunnel was to be capable of 
accommodating pedestrian traffic, and to 
carry sewers, electric cables, ‘water mains, 
and tramway cables if necessary. The pro- 
posed tunnel, so far as can be ascertained, 
would have been about 80 feet below the 
surface, and entrance and egress would be 
by means of electric lifts at either end. The 
total cost was estimated at £60,000) of which 
the Corporation undertook to be responsible 
for £35,000 in respect of water mains and 
electric cables. It was proposed that the 
balance would be defrayed by the three 
bodies who were parties to the conference. 
On this basis tenders were invited by the 
Port and Docks Board for the construction 
of the tunnel. When these were examined 
it was found that the lowest tender was far 
in excess of the estimate, being in the neigh- 
bourhoo. of £100,000. As this figure was 
considered excessive, the proposal for a 
tunnel to accomodate redestrian traffic was, 
by mutual consent, abandoned. 

The Acting City Engineer has prepared a 
specification for a 7-ft. tunnel capable of 
accommodating, in addition to the cables of 
the electricity department, a 24” water main, 
19” sewer pine, .ud “8” spare pipe, which 
can be uséd later as circumstances require. 
Although it is difficult to estimate the 
approximate cost, the Engineer is of opinion 
that it would probably range between 
£45,000 and £60,000. 

The Port and Docks Board have agreed to 
give the Corporation certain facilities in the. 
construction of the tunnel to the extent of 
removing the spoil from the dump on shore, 
giving easements at both ends of the tunnel, 
allowing the use of their electrical appliances 
and providing the necessary sand boa gravel 
required in the construction of the tunnel 
for the nominal sum of £5.

EARLY TROUBLES WITH 
STEEL HOUSES.

Reference to the Weir steel houses is made 
in the minutes of Lanarkshire Middle Ward 
Committee. The architect reports that on 
houses recently erected at West Bennar road 
and Edinburgh road, Harthill, he had dis- 
covered that rusting was taking place under 
the surface on practically every block, and in 
quite a number of cases the paint was peeling 
off in large patches. The firm had under- 
taken to make good any defective paintwork 
till the termination of the six months’ main- 
tenance period, but the architect suggested 
that Messrs. Weir should not be relieved of 
their contract till the paintwork was com- 
pleted to his satisfaction. 

Mention was also made of a fire which 
occurred in a steel house, at Harthill, 
through gas leakage beside the Teens: which 
was prevented by a bolt from fitting closely 
to the concrete block. 

The architect reported further that owin 
to the recent heavy. snowstorm stack-pipes o 
practically all the steel houses at West 
Bennar road and Edinburgh road sites were 
seriously damaged. 


CONCRETE IN AMERICA. 


— 


Concrete construction has developed much 
more rapialy in the United States than in 
Great Britain. ‘In road making, in engineer- 
ing works, and in house building concrete 
is coming more and more into favour. Just 
now the longest single span of concrete in 
the world is being completed at Schenectady, 
W.Y., as an integral part of the new Western 
Gateway Bridge which crosses the Mohawk 
River. The span is 212 feet long, and at 
its highest point is 52, feet above the 
water level. Another interesting feature of 
the bridge, which is almost a mile lon 
is that it includes the first concrete arch 
ever built on a curve. In the matter of

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SURFACE TREATMENT OF 
CONCRETE. 


During the past twelve months enormous 
quantities of concrete have been used in 


carrying out important engineering schemes, 
| 


and in the erection of buildings of all kinds. 
Reinforced concrete work has now been 
brought to such a state of CARN that it is 
to-day employed to a greater or less extent 
upon almost every structure of any magni- 
tude.

Many important innovations have been 
‘made in the production of concrete machinery 
‘during the past year. The latest types of 
block and slab-making machines range from 
greatly-improved hand presses, which render 

ssible a very large output, to the very 

eavy pressure types of machines for bigger 
blocks, slabs, kerbing, and similar pro- 
ductions. 

The latest automatic slab-maker placed on 
the market by a well-known firm gives an 
output of 200 slabs per hour. The mixing of 
concrete is recognised by all experts as a 
matter of the utmost importance, and manu- 
facturers of concrete machinery are always 
aiming at increased efficiency in the mechani- 
cal plant for this vital purpose. Recent 
models of concrete-mixers of various types 
embody a number of striking improvements. 

In the vast schemes of road construction 
which have for some years been in progress 
concrete has played a most important part, 
and is daily en utilised in increased 
quantities for this branch of civil engineering. 
For road foundations, concrete, either plain 
or reinforced, has, of course, been universally 
adopted for certain types of roads for a 
number of years, but engineers have recently 
been giving increased attention to the use 
of concrete as a surfacing material for roads 
of all classes. 

One ‘of the disadvantages of concrete in 
road-making operations, especially in the re- 
construction of important thoroughfares, has 
hitherto been the time required for its proper 
setting. This difficulty, however, has now 
been overcome by ‘he introduction of special 
quick-setting cement, which permits work to 
be carried out with remarkable speed. 

Considerable advances have been made 
dv ¢ the past year in the matter of surface 
induration in cases of roads constructed with 
cement-concrete surfaces, and in numerous 
instances surface treatment with a solution 


of silicate of soda has proved very satis- 
factory.

FERRO-CONCRETE COAL 
STAITHS. 


A noteworthy addition has been made to 
Seaham Docks in the Castlereagh Extension, 
which is now nearing completion. The 
corner-stone was laid by Lord Castlereagh on 
December 19, 1923, on the occasion of the 
celebration of his majority. 

The present extension is to the new South 
Dock, and has been carried out under an 
Act of Parliament promoted by the Seaham 
Harbour Dock Company, of which Lord 
Londonderry is chairman and principal share- 
holder. The extension is at the south-west 
corner of the South Dock, and is about 450ft. 
by 200ft., tapering towards the south in order 
to fit in with the railway lay-out. The depth 
is the same as the parent dock—namely, 27ft. 
6in.—and the new water space gained is about 
one and three-quarter acre. The site is a por- 
tion of the land enclosed by the new South 
Pier under the 1899 scheme, and has been 
largely excavated out of the limestone rock. 

The extension walls are entirely of con- 
crete; large quantities of the same material 
have been put into the railway approaches, 
and the new staiths are of ferro-concrete. 
Owing to the height of the cliffs, high-level 
staiths have had to be provided, specially 
adapted to the high ground adjoining the 
dock. from which the coal is led. The height 
from the water is about 60ft. The staiths 
run along the west side of the extension, 
with a double line of tracks, on which the 
wagons, whether full or empty, run by gravity. 
The hoppers have been specially built for 
20-ton trucks. There is a steel superstructure 
to carry the decking aid rails of the staiths, 
but the supporting pillars and girders are of 
ferro-concrete. Experience, it is claimed, has 
pruved the strength of ferro-concrete and ite 
superior durability over wood and metal. 

The approach to the new staiths is from 
both north and south. They are accessible 
to the private ‘railways of the Londonderry 
Collieries, Limited, and the South Hetton 
Coa. Com any, and to the London and North- 
Eastern ilway Company’s system. New 
standage sidings and railway approaches have 
been provided. .

A BUILDER’S ADVICE TO 
BUILDERS. 


At thie annual dinner of the National Fede- 

ration of Building Trades Employers of 
Great Britain and Ireland, in London, the 
chair was oceupiéd by the President, Mr. 
John Croad, F.1.0:B., and among those pre- 
sent were the following :—Sir Charles Ruthen, 
Sir Edwin Airey, and Sir Henry McLaugh- 
lin, K.B.E., Dublin, 
Mr. Fred G. Hodges, F.1.0.B., Senior Vice- 
President, N.F.B.T.E., in proposing the 
toast, ‘‘The Architects and Surveyors,’ said 
there had been recently established a Joint 
Consultation Board of architects and builders, 
which met informally from time to time and 
discussed any matters that might be likely 
to cause friction between the two bodies. 
This would do excellent work, As an in- 
stance of co-operation he reminded his 
hearers that a few years ago the surveyors 
and the builders established a standard 
method of measurement which had been of 
extreme value, and he would not be satis- 
fied until its use had become universal. 

Mr. C. P. Lovell, President, Southern 
Counties Federation, proposing the toast of 
“The National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and its President,” said he was 
sure that all present appreciated the good 
work that the Federation was doing. Its in- 
fluence was felt for good throughout the 
whole building trade. He felt that they, as 
a Federation, were not taking the public suffi- 
ciently into their confidence. e Press 
seemed to be uninformed as to what their 
policy was. They must advertise their policy ; 
it would be for the good of the building 
trade as a whole, as well as for the public, 
and he hoped to see developments in this 
direction during the present year. 

The President said the Féderation stood far 
fairness and honesty of purpose in every 
shape and form. It had never been a “ring” 
or a body out for profiteering; there were no 
keener competitors in any industry than were 
to be found in its members up and down the 
country. He saw distinct signs, he continued, 
of a better spirit in industry among both 
employers and operatives, and if they became 
friends instead of regarding one another as 
enemies, treated the leaders with courtesy 
and fairness, and continued to take on more 
and more apprentices to increase the supply 
of operatives, he believed they would 
have better craftsmen and a better spirit 
throughout the industry. He had been told, 
he proceeded. that it would take twenty 
years to settle down after the war, but he 
was sure that, long before that time had 
elapsed, the building trade would be carrying 
on their industry, not only with better feel- 
ing all round, but with pleasure. With this 
better spirit between masters and operatives 
there was also a spirit of tolerance and justice 
between architects, quantity surveyors, and 
builders making itself evident. The cumula- 
tive effect of this better spirit was to bring 
about that stability in the industry which 
all desired to see. With the elimination of 
selfishness and a real striving towards good- 
will and peace, the building industry would 
be able to face the future with a greater 
measure of optimism than had been justified 
in recent years,

CAUSEWAY’ SIX MILES LONG. 


The State of Florida is noteworthy, among 
other things, for the possession of two excep- 
tionally long concrete bridges, one built a 
good many years ago across the Florida Keys 
and connecting the mainland with the island 
of Key West, and the other completed about 
a year ago across the waters of Tampa Bay 
to provide highway communication between 
the rapidly growing cities of Tampa and St. 
Petersburg. Including approaches, this struc-

For more than 20 years the construction of 
such a highway link had been discussed, but 
nothing was done until Mr. George Gandy, of 
Philadelphia, decided to undertake the risk 
as a personal yenture.

Dignity and Business. 

The second reading of the Land Bill, 
1926, was passed yesterday by the Free 
State Seyate without. a division, Under 
its colourless title the bill raises a con- 
stitutional issue of the first importance ; 
for it challenges the exercise of the ‘King’s 
Prerogative within the Saorstat, Formal 
resistance to the second reading was lack- 
ing only because the Government s tactics 
had put the bill’s best-instructed critics in 
a position of much embarrassment.’ They 
agreed with its specific purpose—to give 
finality to the Supreme Court's judgments 
on a defined class of . cases—but they 
objected ‘to other aspects of the bill, and 
particularly to the wide implications of 
the Government's general line of argu- 
ment. Mr. 8. Brown, K.C., gave his high 
authority to the contention of the Minister 
for Justice that the case of Lynham v. 
Butler ought not to have been accepted 
for re-hearing by the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council. He agreed that 
cases of a character purely domestic to 
the. several Dominions ought to have no 
locus standi before that august tribunal. 
Technically, however, the new Land Bill 
has two grave faults. In the fifst place, 
its operation is retrospective—a vicious 
principle. which all sound legislation 
avoids. In the next place, it invites the 
Oireachtas to become not merely a maker, 
but an interpreter, of the law. Such 
objections may be more obvious to the 
lawyer's than to the layman’s mind; but 
there is a further danger which every lay- 
man can appreciate. This bill is the spear- 
point of a deliberate attack on the very 
existence of the King’s Prerogative within 
the Free State. Ministers resent the 
citizen's: present right-of access to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
not. merely in cases which can be re- 
garded as domestic, but in cases which 
affect laws and privileges that are common 
to all the Dominions of the Empire. Mr. 
O'Higgins professes to regard any in- 
sistence upon this right as an insult. to 
the integrity of the Saorstat’s Supreme 
Court. Of course, it is nothing of the 
kind. It is the expression of a natural 
desire for the judgment of an imperial 
Court of Appeal on questions éf imperial 
concern, and it is a recognition of the 
immense value oí a symbol of imperial 
unity. . 


Dominions of the British Commonwealth 
are becoming increasingly jealous of their 
independence, and that the Irish Free 
State is not the only one of them which 
reveals impatience of the present powers 
of the Judicial Committee. The. Free 
State Government, however, is exhibiting 
a strong ambition to put itself in the van 
of this movement. It desires, apparently, 
to be the pioneer in fresh fields of con- 
stitutional. development, and thus to 
win the admiration and thanks _ of 
slower-witted and less adventurous sister- 
Dominions, like Canada and South Africa. 
The present circumstances of the Free 
State compel us to regard this ambition 
with. serious misgivings. We do not 
think that Free State Ministers will 
serve any useful purpose by fighting 
the battles of other .Dominions of the 
Commonwealth:: The Free State’s rela- 
tions. with Great Britain are different 
frem those of any other Dominion with 
the. mother-country;. for the latter are 
largely ‘sentimental, whereas the Saorstat 
is bound to England by strictly material 
ties. England is her only market, and 
her. material welfare surely will suffer if 
the English people—~slow to acquire a new 
idea, but extremely tenacious of acquired

During the last few 
weeks, however, the Finance Committee 
of the Senate has been at work 
on the Bill; and, on the assump- 
tion that its recommendations are adopted 
by the Lower House, the Minister 
for Finance will have secured “ the 
necessary authority for almost 5,000,000,000 
out of the 5,585,000,000 francs which are 
needed in order to balance the Budget for 
1926, pay the accrued interest on loans to 
the Bank of France and cover the first 
yearly instalment of the proposed sinking 
fund. The additional money can be raised 
by an increase of 400,000,000 francs on 
the general tariff, about which there 1s 
likely to be little difficulty, and by the sale 
of 200,000,000 francs worth of stocks, for 
which ‘tno legislative authority is 
required. 

The assumption that the Chamber will 
acquiesce in the Senate’s changes, how- 
ever, is rather bold. M. Briand has few 
equals in Europe as a parliamentarian. 
During the last three or four months he 
has managed to retain office in spite 
of the most formidable attacks on his 
position; but even he will need all his 
guile to surmount the present crisis. The 
majority of the Chamber is pledged to 
resist the Doumer programme to the end, 
and the turnover tax was thrown out by no 
fewer than 369 votes to 112. M. Briand 
may have a trump card up his sleeve, but 
at the moment his hopes oí success 
seem to be slight. The ‘Council of 
the League of Nations will meet in 
/ Geneva on March 8th, when the Treaty 
of Locarno will be registered. It has not 
yet been ratified by France, and, if the 
Briand Government is thrown out of office 
on next Sunday, there will be little hope 


| of its ratification in time for the Geneve 


meeting. M. Briand knows that the 
Chamber is anxious to maintain French 
prestige in the eyes of the world. The 
failure of France to ratify the Locarno 
Treaty before Germany is elected to 
membership of the League would be very 
bad for the national reputation; and. M. 
Briand will use this weapon for all that 
it is worth to obtain the consent of the 
Chamber to the Senate’s amendment of 
the Finance Bill, Another political crisis 
would drive the franc down to a very 
dangerous level. The Money Market is 
watching the course of events in France 
with the keenest interest, and every move- 
ment towards or against M: Doumer’s 
programme is reflected at once on the 
foreign ‘exchanges. The franc: rose imme- 
diately when the Senate had passed the 
turnover tax, but if Sunday’s vote brings 
about M. Briand’s fall, the chances of 
preventing a general débdcle will be 
minute. Every member of the Chamber 
knows precisely what is at stake. France 
must have money or collapse. Her 
financial credit is incapable ‘of: further 
expansion, and the day of reckoning has 
arrived.

“MY OWN POETRY.’ 


MR. YEATS TALKS AND 


RECITES. 

Mr. W. B. Yeats lectured on “ My Own 
Poetry,” in the Town Hall, Rathmines, last 
night: the lecture was one of a series 
arranged by the local Library Committee. 

Mr. Robert Benson, Chairman of the 
Library Committee, presided, and introduced 
the lecturer. 

Mr. Yeats told of his early desire to write 
poems about his native town of Sligo, such 
as Allingham had written about his native 
town of Ballyshannon. In London he heard 
a little tinkle of water, caused by an ad- 
vertisement of cooling drinks, in a window, 
and the spectacle of that water, by some 
caprice of imagination, made him homesick, 
and out of that came “ The Lake Isle of 
Innipfree.’’ This poem he recited, and then 
how other poems of his were inspired. 
Amé the poems that he recited were :— 
“ The Fiddler of Dooney,” ‘The Song of 
Wandering Angus,”’ “ The Ballad of Father 

ligan,”” and “ The Happy Townland.”’ 

tever they got out of “folk,” said 
Mr. Yeats, went straight to the human 
heart, because there was no complication of 
ulation or thought, or any of the things 
that made us unhappy: it was pure emotion. 
He thought that the almost overwhelming 
atriotism of our people and our Gaelic 
Catholic peasantry had been influenced by 
thoughts of the other world, and that the 
thought of Ireland in the folk-mind had got 
netrated with emotion that arose originally 
a what was, Pont: the paradise of 
pagan Ireland, and was gradually changing 
into the paradise of Christian Ireland. 

There was another patriotism. He had 
been told the previous night that he was a 
Cromwellian, and there was a valuable part 
of Ireland—the Cromwellian part—which had 
its own patriotism.

To illustrate this 
patriotism he read his recent poem: “ The 
Airman Foresees His End.”’ 


PATRIOTISM. 

After the lecture a member of the audience 
asked would Mr. Yeats express his opinion 
on the patriotism that resented the faults of 
a country being exposed. Were the people

Mr. Yeats said that he . ht chat a 
nation was likely to go through that phase, 
and. it was a very natural phase; but. he was 
quite sure that when it reached intellectual 
maturity it got over that. feeling; but every 
| country. that had had in any way the opinion 
of other nations thrust upon it felt that way 
for a time. The moment a nation reached 
intellectual maturity, it became exceedingly 

roud and ceased to be vain, and when it 

ecame exceedingly proud it did not disguise 
its faults, because it was satisfied to know 
what were its qualities and powers; but when 
it was immature. it was exceedingly vain, and 
did not believe in itself, and so long as it did 
not believe in itself it wanted other ple 
to think well ‘of it, in order that it might get 
a little reflected confidence. With success 
came pride, and with pride came indifference 
as to whether people were shown in a good 
or a bad light on the stage. As a nation 
came to. intellectual maturity it realised that 
the only thing that did it any credit was its 
intellect. 

If a dramatist had a great intellect, the 
nation began to realise that that great intel- 
lect was a glory to the nation, far greater 
than any good it might get from having its 
people shown on the stage in a particularly 
charming ‘way. e had been told that a 
German musician , on seeing Synge’s “ Play- 
boy,  cried out with enthusiasm, “ A new 
Bacchus!" To produce a new Bacchus—-a 
god—was a very much finer thing than to dis- 
play an Arran islander possessing all the 
virtues in al] the good books. (Applause.)

A double interest invests these letters. 
They show us the Queen as ruler of a mighty 
nation at a high moment of its achievem: ; 
and they show us the character, the intimate 
domestic lifé, of túis great Sovereign, The 
Queen ‘stands before us as a women of 
immenge force of character, the chief note of 
which is an ever-present sense of responsi- 
bility. Duty was Victoria’s watchword. We 
see her not devoid, indeed, of little foibles nor 
lacking in opinions and prejudices which 
might excite. adverse judgment, but at all 
times earnest in seeking the course leading 
to her people’s greater good, and yielding to 
her own high office the respect which she 
sought for it from others. 

e Queen is revealed, moreover, as one 
of ardent affections. Her family life excites 
the deepest admiration. She is in constant 
correspondence with the Prince of Wales, 
counselling and exhorting; and the Prince's 
replies to her letters are charged with what 
evidently is no mere formal respect. The 
Prince seeks his royal mother’s permission to 
participate in some great ceremony overseas, 
but the Queen refuses that permission, 
admonishing the Prince that it is time for 
him to adopt “a more stationary’’ kind of 
life. Letters from the. Princess of Wales— 
the late Queen Alexandra—breathe grateful 
affection. The Princess thanks the Queen for 
he: motherly cure, rendering England a second 
home. 

In 1869, we find the Queen writing to the 
Prince of Wales opposing a Prussian marriage 
for the Princess Louise The Queen 
deplores the  multiplitation “of foreign 
alhances by marriage. “ What,” A 
asks, “could be more painful’ than 
the sit.on in which our family were

SENATE ACCEPTS LAND. BILL.

FTER an unexpectedly tame debate 
A and without dividing, the Free State

Expressing appreciation of the manner 
in which the House had received the Bill, 
Mr. O’Higgins remarked towards the end 
of the debate that he had not thought that 
there would be “ anything like unanimity 
as to the advisability of legislation of the 
kind.’ It would be correct to say, per-

haps, that the Minister was more sur-: 


prised than anyone else at the mildly 
critical character of his opposition on this 


occasion; his expectation and the expecta- 


tion of a good many others had been that 
an exceptionally ‘‘lively reception ”’ 
awaited both his Bill and himself. 

The Minister’s introductory speech was de- 
livered to an attentive audience. The public 
raileries were well filled. A considerable 
portion of Mr. O’Eitggins’s speech had been 
heard or read by the members of the 
Chamber, since he had nothing very much to 
add to IS earlier utterances on the subject 
in the Dail. 

An appeal in the Lynham v. Butler ease, 
he suggested, should. never have been allowed 
hy the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council; it was a departure from the 


ruarantees given to Irish leaders by British ' 


Ministers a few years ago, and it was an 
encroachment on “the unweitten Constitution”’ 
of the Free State. The bill before the House 
was, he explained, a declaratory bill, and the 
only effective protest that could be made. 
The bill declared the law to be as the Free 
“tate Courts had found it. It was in that 
spirit that the measure had been introduced, 
and it was in that spirit that the Govern- 
ment wished to have it passed. 

The desire was, the Minister said, that 
‘finality should he with the Supreme Court 
of the Free State,” and that its decision in 
litigation arising here should not be 
‘“‘hawked’’ across the Channel for revision 
hy an extern Court. The Privy Council, he 
subinitted, was nothing more than an extern

Minister. There was no real question of the 
King’s prerogative; it was only a fiction 
that the King intervened in person. If the 
Lynham vy. Butler case went to the Privy

' ENTIRELY OBJECTIONABLE.” 

Senator 8. L. Brown, K.C., followed the 

‘iinister for Justice. The tenor of his remarks 
was that, while he did not approve of the 
form or substance of the bill, he could concur 
in the view that the case of Lynham v. 
sutler was one that should never have gone 
to the Privy Council. As to the form of the 
bill, he found it entirely objectionable. The 
Minister had told them that it was a gesture 
ní protest, but he (the Senator) suggested 
that the performance of a gesture by Act of 
Parliament was unique in the history of 
Parliaments, It was one of the worst cases 
o1 retrospective oy retroactive legislation—i o 
matter what the "Minister said or what pre- 
cederits. he quoted—because it referred to an 
individual right. 
One of the Senator’s principal objections to 
the bill, however, was thet it treated the 
Cireachtas as interpreters of the law. The 
Legislature had no right to say what the 
law was or had been; that was the exclusive 
function of the courts. .For that reason he 
believed that the bill was ‘‘an absolute 
menace to the independence of the Courts, ° 
which, after all, constituted the last and 
greatest protection of the individual. 

He agreed that the Lynham-Butler ease 
was not one that should have been brought 
before the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, and would even go so far as to say 
that there ought to be an appeal in no case 
that might be described as purely domestic, 
or of purely Irish Free State statutory law. 
Hie was afraid, however, that in supporting 
lhe present bill the House would be commit- 
ling itself to something more than that. He 
vdded that he was sorry that the Government 
had not. instead of bringing forward sug; & 
bill, waited for the forthcoming Imperial Con- 
ference, where the whole question might be 
fully discussed and decided. He would not 
support the bill now, and neither would he 
vole against it. 


STRAIGHT HITTING WANTED. 


“We must protect the supremacy of our 
[rish Courts from the beer will of this 
body in England,” was Senator Gogarty s 
plea to the House, '“ otherwise there is 
nothing to prevent, the Judicial Committee 
Írom welcoming a peals from any and all of 
their findings.”’ The Senator deprecated the 
action of the Judicial Committee in the 
lynham-Butler case, and took the Nberty of 
fescribing it—and not too strengly, as he 
“wid—as “an impertinence.’’

Senator the Earl of Kerry, while agreeing 
that the Lynham-Butler case should not have 
been taken to the Judicial Committee, ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was “ rather a 
large order ” for the Minister to have inter- 
‘ened post-haste between the lodgment of the 
ippeal and tts hearing. 

Senator O'Farrell, from the Labour benches, 
declared that the bill represented a “ round- 
about. clumsy fashion of dealing with a very 
important matter ’’—a matter which should 
have been dealt with in a direct way by the 
amendment of the Constitution. 

Senator Douglas expressed the hope that the 
bill would pass without a division. He 
regretted that the Minister had found it 
necessary to refer to assurances given by 
British Ministers—because personally he did 
not believe that those assurances were worth 
tnvthing. He scouted the suggestion made 
vutside the House that the bill represented a 
deliberate move on the part of the Executive 
Vouncil, with the support of the Oireachtas,

He 
said that Article 66 of the Constitution. pro- 
vided that the decision of the Irish Supreme 
Court should be final and conclusive, and 
should not be capable of being reviewed by 
any other authority or tribunal whatever. 
Then came an express reservation of what 
was known as the King’s prerogative. That 

rerogative was one of the fictions .of the 

ritish Constitution, which, as they all knew, 
was a bundi¢ of fictions. One of the fictions 
was that the Sovereign was the fount and 
origin of justice, and that he, through the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, had 
‘power to inquire into matters arising out of 
the administration of justice. 


BRITISH INSISTENCE. 

The British representatives at the negotia- 
tiens for the ‘Treaty insisted—and, he 
thought, they were entitled to insist—that 
there should be written into the Constitution 
an ‘express reservation of the King’s prero- 
gative. | 

The attitude of the Irish representatives at 
the Treaty Conference was that they were not 
much worried about fictions, provided that 
they remained fictions. ey were not 
worried about what was written with ink on 

per, provided that the practice was satis- 
actory. 

Canada and 
widely and radicaliy from their respective 
Constitutions as set down in legislation.

- He might be asked if it would” not have 
been possible to insert in the Free State 
Constitution an undertaking, an assurance, 
that the prerogative would not be exér- 
cised. That was not possible or desir- 
able. Once the prerogative was admitted 
there was implicit in that a discretion, and 
what the Irish representatives were concerned 
about was the manner in which that dis- 
cretion would be used. 

The Minister quoted the opinions of several 
professors who stated that appeals to the 
Judicial Committee. would cease altogether. 
Lord Haldane, he said, had e the 
view that the growth of the Dominions had 
led to the restriction of the right of the 
Sovereign to intervene, und that ig was only 
right that the Dominions should have the 
right to dispose more and more of their own 
cases. 

He asked the concurrence of the Senate 
with the view. of the Dail that the case of 
Lynam v. Butler was one that ought not to 
be admitted to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. .He submitted that the action 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, in allowing an appeal to be lodged, 
was a departure from the undertaking given 
in 1922. 

A PROTEST. 

The bill which he asked them to agree to 
was a declaratory bill; it was a protest, the 
only effective protest open to them. It de- 
clared that the law was as it had been found 
to .be by the High and. Supreme 
Courts of the Free State. He did not 
want to mislead Senaters as to the 
purpose of. the bill; it was not a bill 
for the removal of doubts—there was, in the 
Government's view, no doubt. It was to declare 
the form that the law had been found to be, 
and to protest against the admissioy of the 
case of Lynham v. Butler by the Privy 
Council. 

It. was in that spirit that the Government 
wished to have the bill passed, so that it 
might be clear to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council that the desire in the Free 
State was that finality shoald lie in their 
Supreme Court in litigation arising in the 
Free State. They were assured in 1923 that 
in the case.of the Dominions such appeals 
should be more and more or less and less as 
the Dominions pleased, and he asked for sub- 
stantial, concrete evidence that the desire here 
was for “ less and less ” rather: than ‘‘ more 
and more.”’

The movement for the reduction of Cana- 
dian postal rates has many opponents, who 
cite the annual report of the United States 
Postmaster-General, showing that notwith- 
standing general economies. and _ increased 
efficiency, the American taxpayers have to 
make up a loss of $40,000,000 (£8,000,000) 
per annum on the service. The opponents 
of cheaper postage hold: that postal revenue 
is the cheapest, and most efficient method of 
collecting taxes, and infinitely preferable to 
having the deficiency made up in more cum- 
bersome and irksome ways.

li he was quite sure that what the Minister 
wanted them to do was to give their sanction 
to that part of it, he would support it.

He would very much like that the Govern- 
ment, instead of bringing in the present 
measure, had waited until the Imperial Con- 
ference and brought the matter before it. If 
the opinion of that Council was in favour of 
the decision of the Courts in this case, he 
had no dovbt that its determination would 
have been du:y honoured. 

Senator Colonel Moore supported the bill, 

and. congratulated the Minister upon taking 

up ‘‘a more national attitude."’ 
[(MPERTINENCE. 

Dr. Gogarty said that he was much im" 
pressed by the view of Senator Brown, to the 
effect that the case of Lynham y. Butler 
ought not to be allowed to go before the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
“We must proiect,’’ said the Senator, *‘ the 
Supremacy of our Irish Courts from the over- 
willingness of this body in England; other- 
wise there is nothing to prevent the Judicial 
Committee from welcoming appeals from 
every finding of our Irish Courts.”’

A LARGE ORDER. 

The Earl of Kerry said that the verdict 
of the Supreme Court in the case of Lyn- 
ham and Butler was perfectly correct, and 
he fully agreed that it was a case that ought 
not to be taken to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council; but it was rather a large 
order for the Minister to have intervened 
post haste between the lodgment of the ap- 
peal and its hearing. 

If the Privy Council were to give an ad- 
verse decision from that of the Irish Courts, 
the cise for a revision of the Constitution 
would be sbsolutely irresistible, so that it 
would not occur again. If, on the other 
hand, it upheld the decision, all would 
be weli for the time being. He 
regretted that the Government did not hit 
straight out from the shoulder, and proceed 
to amend the Constitution in a direct way 
instead of taking this round-about course. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that he deplored the 
form in which the question had been raised.

GUARD’S REPLY TO JUDGE’S 
QUERY. 


At Longford Circuit Court, in an appeal 
by Mr. dames Devine, licensed publican, 
Longford, against a conviction of the District 
Court, with an endorsement on the licence, 
on the charge of permitting drunkenness on 
his premises, Sergeant McNally said that 
there were four men on the premises, two 
of them fighting and two drunk. The de- 
fendant said that the men were not drunk. 

In reply to Judge Wakely, who asked him 
for his definition of a drunken man, Sergeant 
McNally said: “I would not. like to 
prejudice the Commission on the question at 
present deliberating in England.’’ 

Judge Wakeley—Don’t mind that. 
your definition. 

Sergeant McNally—I consider that a man 
is drunk when he reaches that state of 
intoxication that he becomes a nuisance to 
others and a danger to himself and when he 
says and does things not caring who hears or 
sees him. 

Mr. Farrell (defending  solicitor)—That 
definition might apply to a lunatic or a man 
bereft of most of his senses. (Laughter.) 

Judge Wakely removed the conviction, and 
ordered the defendant to pay the costs ot tne 
prosecution. 

Iu an appeal by Mrs. Frances Clarke, of 
Lanesborough, against a similar order, Judge 
Wakely ordered the defendant to pay £1 to 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society and the 
costs of the prosécution, removing the con- 
viction and endorsement.

The Kildare County Council, which also 
called for a reduction ‘in the rates, decided 
to cut down the estimate of £181,000 for 
the coming twelve months by £12,000, { 
was asserted that the burden oí taxation 
is driving people out of employment. 


ROAD ESTIMATES cur. 


SPECIAL COMMISSION | 


SUGGESTED. 

The South Tipperary County Council sat 
for hours discussing the taxation problem and 
the need for getrenchment in Government and 
local expefiditure. ' 7 | 

The total road estimate submitted ‘by the. 
County Surveyor was , including, 
£3, for urban roads. Steam roll 
costs amounted to nearly £25,000, with £5 
for contingencies. | 

It was decided to reduce the estimate for 
road repairs, all round, by 10 per cent., to 
eliminate all provision for special works, and 
to reduce the estimate for the Tipperary 
urban roads and the Clonmel roads. 

Mr. P. L. Ryan, Chairman, sed :— 

“That we desire to earnestly impress on 
the Government the necessity for immediately 
taking steps to reduce the ruimous tsxation 
prevailing. If the present high rating is to 
continue, in our opinion, it will paralyse the 
trade of the country altogether, and we are 
convinced that it is the primary cause of the 
balance of trade against the Free State; and, 
in addition, it is causing grave discontent, 
followed by wholesale unemployment and 
emigration. _ The matter is so urgent that 
our view is that, if necessary; a special Com- 
mission should be appointed at once to in- 
quire into the working of all Government de- 
pattments, and find out where the retrench- 
ments can be eff ‘ae 

The Chairman said that the reason for the 
unemployment was high taxation. It would 
cause the ruin of any country. They had lost 
30,000 by emigration. 

Mr. Mansfield—And thousands more would 
go if they had the wherewithal. 

Mr. Morris said that, while he agreed with 
the motion, he should say that it did not go 
far enough. He proposed :— 

“That, considering our adverse trade 
balance and the ‘taxable capacity of the 
country, we are of mom that the salaries 
of Government officials and employés should 
be redticed by 20 per cent.; and we call on 
all sections of the community to co-operate 
tó increase the production of the country.”

KILDARE ESTIMATES.

REDUCED BY £12,000. 

At the quartérly meeting of the Kildare 
County Council Mr. .P. Phelan moved a reduc- 
tion of £12,000 in the general estimate 
(£181,000) passed by the Finance Commit- 
tee. The increase of the rate this year, he 
said, was due to the a»bnormal home help 
expenditure of 1925. 

Mf. Fennell, in seconding, said that he 
came from a sick bed to oppose the estimate 
at such a high figure as £181,000. There 
should be a reduction in the rates at the 
resent time, instead of an increase. The 
burden of taxation was doing people out 
of employment. He knew cases in the 
county where poor men had their pigs seized 
in consequence of inability to meet the de- 
mand for rates, It was  scandalous— 
iniquitous—to raise the rate in that county. 

Mr. Coonan—The estimate is only an 
increase of £52,000 since last year. 

Mr. Phelan said that last year the Council 
struck an abnormally low rate—3s. 10d. or 
4s.—for the whole county. That rate was 
curtailed at the expense of this year’s rate. 
He saw where the Dublin Press commented 
very strongly on their estimate. They con- 
trasted Kildare with Offaly, showing the 
disparity between the two. In Offaly, where 
there was a reduction, the Press drew atten- 
tion to the fact that there was a Commis- 
sioner there. They all knew the inference. 
Last year Offaly had a rate of 6s. 9d. in the 
£, when Kildare had only 4s, This year 
Offaly had a rate of 6s. 6d., compared with 
Kildare’s 6s. 9d. The Commissioner himself 
absorbed the threepence. It was an unfair 
comparison. In Kildare the aid their 
workers 10s. a week more than in Offaly. He 
did not believe handing over the business of 
a county to a Commissioner. Administration 
by a Commissioner was a serious reflection on 
the administrative abilities of the people of 
a county. 

Mr. Colahan said that they had a very 
successful record to their credit on that 
Council, and they did not want to be lec- 
tured by the Imperial Press, which was not 
an Irish Press, and was more English now 
than ever it was.

SUCCESSFUL SCHEME IN 


COUNTY: KERRY. 

On “Tuesday; the Wicklow “County Com- 
mittee oí Agriculture had under considéra- 
tion a scheme, proposed by Mr. Kerr, of the 
Department of Agriculture, for the stamping 
out of sheep scab in the county. 

Mr. Whitty, Inspector of the Department, 
stated that the disease had existed in the 
County Kerry to an alarming extent, but it 
had been successfully countered. Eighteen 
inspectors, had been appointed, swimming 
tanks were erected, and thousands of sheep 
were daily washed at the centres, and at the 
‘end of 1924 the county was certified free of 
the Easa sa a Ea té fairs had im- 
proved . váiue of sheep and the clips 
hed era As f rably.’ Nae-indited the? 
Wicklow Committee to follow on those lines, 
emphasising that the aim and object of the 
Department was to assist and benefit the 
sheep breeders, and not to apply vexatious 
or restrictive measures. Other counties were 
complaining of the condition of the County 
Wicklow sheep, and eleven outbreaks had been 
reported from the county since the year com- 
menced. He had a telegram that morning, 
stating that there were eight fresh cases. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne; T.D. (Chairman), said 
that in Kerry the majority had not dipped ; 
in County Wicklow it was only a small 
minority that did not dip, and the trouble 
was to get at that miinority.. For years they 
had protested against this habit of blaming 
County Wicklow for every outbreak of scab 
in sheep anywhere in the province. 

Mr Delahunt instanced a case in which he 
had purchased sheep clean, dipped them 
twice, sent them to County Dublin, and there 
they had, after three weeks on the stronger 
grass, developed the scab. 

It was decided to appoint a committee to 
go into the scheme with a view to making it 
more applicable to the conditions of the 
county, and fo improve it generally, if pos- 
sible. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne said that he hoped that 
the Department would appoint a supervising 
inspector like Mr. Whitty to enforce the

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HEALTH BOARD TO PROCEED 


AGAINST COLLECTOR. 

Mr. Martin, Local Government Auditor, 
reporting on ten half-years’ audit of the 
Baltinglass Rural District Council, called at- 
tention to the state of the rent collection, 
and, after allowing for poundage, established 
liabilities of the cottage rent collectors as 
follows :—Rogers, £77 8s.

Of the 
remainder, probably 30 per cent. had nothing 
like the command of the vernacular of the 
place that the cs 2709 eaking teacher had 
in an English-speaking district. 

There was another area with a population 
of 306,000—one-tenth of the whole popula- 
tion of the country. There 37.5 per 
cent. of the ple and 25,000 children 
were Irish-speaking, and 42,000 children 
English speakers. Of the teachers in the 
area 42.2 per cent. knew nothing of Irish 
and 70.5 could not teach through Irish. Of 
the 20.5 per cent. certified to teach in Irish 
10 per cent. had not as much command of the 
language as the English-speaking teacher had 
of English. Those being the tacts, the 
Minister would have to do justice to the 
children in the Irish-speaking districts, who 
were more dependent on education than those 
in the greater part of the English-speaking 
and richer parts of the country. 

Mr. O'Connell said that different ' figures 
from those given to Mr. Mulcahy, on the 
Gaelic Commission had been given by the 
Education Department to another Commission, 
and if Mr. Mulcahy’s figures were correct, the 
conclusions oí the other Commission would 
have to be altered.

It was impossible to give 
scholarships and education for a certain 
12 gy and then yive the recipients a per- 
ectly free hand. ‘the undertaking required 
would be pretty much the same as that 
required from monitors at present. 

Mr. John Good said that he protested 
against the method of rushing schemes of 
that magnitude on the Dail at short notice. 
He also protested against the method of 
considering education proposals  depart- 
mentally. He wanted to see a scheme of 
education to deal with primary, secondary, 
technical and university education as a whole. 
In the present proposal they were dealing 
with one department, quite irrespective of its 
connection with other departments—in other 
words, considering education in water-tight 
departments. 


UNIVERSITIES AND INDUSTRY. 

He wanted to have university education 
brought into touch with many of the in- 
dustries of the conntry. Their industries 
would not be Janguishing if they had in them 
more highly-trained) and educated people. 
The fault was as much with the masters as 
with the workers. 

He was entirely ppposed to the idea of 
asking boys or girls of 13 to make up their 
minds as to a career. He also found fault 
with the regulation) requiring that infants 
should be taught only through the medium 
of Irish. It was thrawing too heavy a burden 
on their boys and girls, and would lead to 
a lower standard ¢f technical knowledge, 
because no provision|was made for the teach- 
ing of technical subjects through the medium 
of Irish. He suggested that the present pro- 
posal should be deferred. 

Mr. P. Hogan (Labour) said that a start 
had to be made fo get Irish teachers, and it 
was better to start with the Irish-speaking 
districts, : 

The Minister said| that he did not agree 
with Mr. Good that proficiency in Irish 
meant weakness in Enghsh. His experience 
had been in the opposite direction, and Mr. 
Good need not be uneasy about the fate of 
the commercial language with which they 
were bound up. 

CHRISTIAN BROTHERS’ SCHOOLS. 

Mr. O'Connell asked the Minister for some 
information on the |jsubject of the estimate 
for the Christian Brothers’ Schools. 

The Minister said that there was a general 
wish that the Christian Brothers’ primary 
schools should be recognised by the State. 
In June, 1924, certain preliminary inquiries 
were made, and later on the Minister for 
Finance agreed to | the proposal that the 
Brothers’ schools shpuld come in. —In the 
beginning the cost would probably be about 
£75,000 per annum, but even at that cost 
they could not, in jequity, vefuse to admit 
the Brothers if they wis ed to come under 
the Department. The proposal was approved 
of on the understanding that the schools 
would conform to the requirements necessary 
for getting State aid for primary education, 
including the provision of education free of 


sions was that no ill

Lors 
of the schools was of a standard sufficient to 


justi ition. Those were the main 
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the payments made to the Brothers’ schools 
would be based on capitation, just as was 
thé case with the monastery schools under 
the Department. There were about 67 
Christian Brothers’ schools to come in. 

Mr. O’Connell said that it was generally 
recognised that the Christian Brothers for the 

ast 80 or 90 years had aone great work for 
Irish education, and at no expense to the 
State. He had, however, strong objection 
to payment by the capitation system. In the 
national schools the teachers were paid per- 
sonal salary on certain qualifications. There 
were some schools. taught by communities of 
nuns, in which the payment was so much per 
head of the pupils, and the whole amount 
went to the community, instead of to the in- 
dixiduals. The position under the capitation 
system was that any member of the com- 
munity might engage in May without any 
gualifications being reguired. atterly there 
was a gualification reguired for the teaching 
ot Irish, but not, for other subjecta. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

He would like to see the position that 
whether persons were members of a religious 
community or not they should not be allowed 
to engage in teaching without the possession 
of specified standard qualifications. He did 
nc» know any other profession in which 
people could practise merely from the fact 
that they were members of a religious com- 
munity. Nuns would not be sanctioned as 
nurses by the Minister for Local Government 
unless they were qualified and trained. 

The position had grown: up from certain 
ci:cumstances, and, perhaps, could not be 
changed with the existing community schools, 
but it might be expected that when new 
schools were taken over the capitation system 
weuld not be continued. 

Some Orders of nuns made it a condition 
that all the sisters engaged in teaching should 
have certificates just the same as lay teachers, 
and teaching brothers of the monasteries, 
such as the De la Salle and the Patrician, 
had to be personally qualified and received 
personal salaries. He desired to enter his 
objection to the taking over of a new body 
of schools to be paid by the State without 
ensuring that the people engaged in teaching 
there should be qualified. In the capitation 
schools anyone could be taken in and placed 
in the position of a supernumary teacher, but 
that would not be allowed in the case of a 
national. teacher who desired to get an 
assistant at his own expense. The system 
a> it existed was the means of leading young 
people into blind alley occupations, and he 
wa. surprised that it was to be perpetuated. 

TRANSITION. 

The Minister said that the capitation 
system was to be carried on as a transitional 
provision for the schools to be taken over. 
In a few years the teachers in those schools 
would have to be qualified in the usual way. 
Deputies could well understand that it moil 
be impossible to arrange for that right at 
the beginning. In the future the appoint- 
ment of the teachers would be on the classi- 
fication system. He hoped that in a short 
time he would be able to announce a decision 
with regard to thé position of lay teachers in’ 
convent schools. 

Mr. O’Connell and Mr. Johnson both raised 

uestions as to the position of lay teachers in 
the Christian Brothers’. Schools, many of 
whom. it was stated, had been thrown out of 
their employment on a week’s notice. 

The Minister said that he would make 
inquiry into the facts of the position of those 
teachers, but he could: not promise that he 
could do anything in the mation

In reply to a further jvestiony he stated 
that no direct payments to lay teachers in 
the Brothers’ Schools had yet been made by 
the Department. It was proposed that pay- 
ment in the case of those schools should 
operate from August last. 

The estimate was then passed. 

A 1916 MEMORIAL. 

The Minister for Finance moved ae supple- 

mentary estimate for expenditure on public 


works and buildings. Included was provision | 


for the new preparatory colleges, for the 
expenses of the preparatory work on the 
Barrow -drainage scheme, and £500 for the 
Dora Sigerson “1916 ” memorial to be erected 
in Glasnevin. 

Dealing ‘with the third of those works, he 
said that the cost of the memorial was esti- 
mated to he £1,050, of which £550 would be 
met by the Dora Sigerson hequest. The 
memorial was designed and sculptured by the 
late Mrs. Dora Sigerson Shorter, and was 
warmly approved of by the late General 
Collins and President Griffith. Arrangements 
had now been made for the erection of the 
memorial in Glasnevin Cemetery. The Ceme- 
teries' Committee had agreed to give a plot 
for it for £500 and to care for it in perpetuity 
for £150. 

The Minister went on to speak of the 
Barrow drainage, in respect of which a sum 
of £2,300 for preliminary survey work was 
included in the estimate. He said that the 
Barrow drainage was one of the most difii- 
cult problems. that had come before the 
Exeeutive Council. Some time ago the 
Government employed Professor Mever-Peter 
to examine the somewhat imperfect plans that 
were already in existence. He reported in 
March, 1925, and estimated that the cost of 
the scheme he indicated would he £1,130,000. 

The Government, in examining the matter, 
felt that half the cost of the scheme would 
have to be provided from the Exchequer if 
the scheme was to be proceeded with at all. 
Even so, it was a scheme which could only 
be justified on the grounds that it would 
provide a good deal of employment during the 
period of depression, when the giving of em- 
ployment was a consideration of very great 
importance. 

PROGRESS OF WORK, 

Only a general design was embodied in Pro- 
fersor Meyer-Peter’s report, and the detailed 
working-out which he indicated as remaining 
to be done was begun in July, 1925, and had 
proceeded so far as weather permitted. Flow 
nmieasurements were taking place, and valuation 
of land was proceeding with a view to getting 
an up-to-date idea of the benéfits. which 
would accrue from drainage work. Pre- 
viously there had heen no measurements 
of the actual flow of water in the Barrow. 
When the Shannon scheme was being 
examined in the first instance there were very 
valuable gaugings, and it was known what the 
flood was. On the Barrow, as yet, not enough 


-had heen done to provide firm results; but to 


some extent they seemed likely -to result in 
modification of the flow on which they had to 
work. 

The close examination which. was being 
given to the matter might result in decisions 
to omit certain parts of the work, if they 
could; be omitted without serious damage to 
the scheme. It was very necessary, because 
of the extremely expensive kind of work, to 
reduce the works if d be uced 
without doi 
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Athy; but Professor Meyer-Peter attached 
even greater importance to work below Athy 
than others who had dealt with the scheme. 
He had allowed about half the expenditure to 
work below Athy, some of that expenditure 
being due to the necessity of preserving the 
existing facilities for navigation and, perhaps, 
improving them. 

CHEAP AS POSSIBLE. 
As the localities would have to pay half 
the cost, it was necessary to do everything 
possible to make the scheme as economic and 
as cheap as possible, and to get the closest 
possible figures as to what the cost would be, 
and as to the actual benefit to the lands on 
which the scheme would be carried out. 
Last summer it was decided, after a great 
deal of consideration, that no works should 
be undertaken in the river which would 
oblige the Government to adopt any particular 
scheme or tie their hands in deciding which 
was the best way of dealing with the problem. 
Any works is arú in the near future 
would be of a preliminary nature. 

It was not a scheme that could benefit the 
lands to the extent of the expenditure, and 
the Government had to take other factors 
into consideration before they could feel 
justified in proceeding. Their view was that 
the scheme should be gone on with, but it 
was absolutely necessary that the work now 
being done should be brought to its con- 
haite before legislation was brought to the 

ail. 

Mr. Mulcahy said that the question where 
the 1916 memorial should be put up was a 
matter that required some thinking. He 
asked whether a definite decision as to a par- 
ticular site had been taken, and, if so, on 
what grounds. 

Mr. Johnson said that the design for the 
memorial should be made public. 

Mr. Conlan and Mr. Davin commented on 
the Minister’s statement regarding the Barrow 
scheme. 

' At 7 o'clock progress was reported, and 
further discussion adjourned till to-morrow. 
SHOP HOURS BILL. 

When the report stage of the Shop Hours 
(Drapery ‘Trades, Dublin and Districts) 
(Amendment) Bill came on for discussion, 

President Cosgrave said that when the bill 
was last before the Dail he indicated that 
he was not satisfied that it was so drafted 
that it should pass the Dail. During the 
Recess he had seen the draughtsman, and 
hid been told that the bill would require 
something like fourteen amendments. 

The Speaker said that, apart from the pur- 
pose to be served, they should take proper 
steps to see that the bill as it left the Dail 
should be properly constructed. He would 
like time to consider what should best be 
done. He suggested that the order be dis- 
charged, and that he should consult with the 
Committee on Procedure as to the embody- 
ing of the amendments necessary, so that the 
bill should pass in proper form. 

After further discussion, the Speaker ruled 
that. the bill should be discharged from the 
Order Paper and put down for Wednesday 


next. 
BANKING COMMISSION, 

The Dail resumed the debate on Mr. 
Heffernan’s motion, pressing for direct re- 
Iosa of agricultural interests on the 

anking Commission. 

Mr. R. Wilson said it was the duty oí 
the State to try to find a means of getting 
greater production from the land. That 
could only be secured by providing long-term 
loans at an easier rate of interest. To secure 
that they should put on the Banking Com- 
Mission a representative of agricultural in- 
terests. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that they did not 
want a farmer on the Commission: what 
they wante? was a historian, because there 
were historic reasons why land had a market 
security in Great Britain and not in the 
Saorstat. He did not believe that any Bank- 
ing Commission could look into the problem 
of banking in the Free State without con- 
sidering the agricultural interests. He 
thought that the Commission must find that 
the problem sticking out was how to set the 
farmer on his feet. That was at the bottom 
of their present difficulties. 

PROBLEM FOR DAIL. 

During the war the farmer made money 
and improved his standard of living and the 
standard of living of his family. Now that 
money was made more hardly, and the 
markets had gone down, and he was faced 
with greater competition, the farmer still, 
naturally and rightly, tried to maintain the 
standard of living. He had gradually 
exhausted his capital and was in a very had 
position now.

The Banking Commission would not solve 
that. It was the problem of the Executive 
Council and the problem of the Dail to put 
the farmer on his feet, and he believed that 
if they did that they wouid solve most of 
their problems. 

He thought the Government should indicate 
the best way, whetker by credit societies or 
corporations, that would give loans on long 
terms, and help the farmer to get out of the 
rut.

fully by the Executive Council, after which 
itt was decided that there should not he 
sectional representation.
